TIED UP! 


Prenidem Yerkea a a d the Chicago 
S t r i k e n P»!! Co A«Tee a n d the 
Street Car Strike is On. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 9.—The two great 
street car systems of the west and north 
sides are now tied up. 
The strike on 
the west side began this morning as 
soon as the last night-c» was run 
into 
the bams. 
President Yerkes opened- 
the conference with an offer to correct 
the present system of hours as far as 
possible. 
An agreement was reached 
on this point, but when the wage ques- 
tion was taken up men insisted upob 25 
cents per hour for grip men, 28 cents 
for trail and grip conductors, and 22 
cents for horse-car men. 
Mr. Yerkes 
offered 20 cents for horse-car men and 
21 cents for grip men. 


The strikers refused to make any con- 
cession, and after much argument, the 
conference broke up. 
The police force 
is to be greatly increased. 
About 350 
applications for places on the force are 
on file in the superintendent's office, and 
word has been sent all these men to re- 
port for duty to-day. 
A large force of 
patrolmen will be distributed over the 
west side to look after the railroad com- 
pany's property. 


Up to 11 o'clock no report of any 
trouble, either on the north or west 
sides, had been received. 
No cars are 
running on the west side and very few 
thus far have started on the north side. 
These were guarded by the police but 
they had nothing to do. 


There is no change in the situation 
this afternoon.

NEW YORK, Oct. 
9.—A 
Wisconsin 
friend of Carl Schurz recently sent a let- 
ter to the famous German asking him if 
he would not come home and take the 
stump for Harrison. 
Mr. Schurz, writ- 
ing from Forsteck, Kiel, September 15, 
sent him a reply which takes up four col- 
umns of Saturday's Evening Post. The 
concluding portion of the letter reads as 
follows: 


"Having said this, I am willing to re- 
peat that as I—and probably most inde- 
pendents—think 
President 
Cleveland 
would, by setting the example of strict- 
est fidelity to all his reform pledges, ex- 
pressed and fairly implied, have ren- 
dered the republic a 
greater ser- 
vice than he has done by any of his offi- 
cial acts. 
But that is no reason why we 
should overlook or underestimate the 
merit of the other things he actually has 
done. 
During his presidency the ctmn- 
try has been relieved of an impression 
sedulously fostered by party spirit, and 
until within three years sincerely enter- 
tained by many good citizens, that one- 
half the people were disloyal and dan- 
gerous to the union, and that the repub- 
lic would go to destruction if the gov- 
eniment passed from the hands of one 
party to those of another. 
This is a 
gain to the morals of our political life 
which cannot be too highly appreciated. 
Moreover, 
President 
Cleveland has 
given the countiy an administration of 
public affairs which, 
notwithstanding 
its shortcomings, has, in many 
import- 
ant respects, by its ability, its fidelity 
to the public interests and its whole- 
some conservative spirit, deservedly and 
in a high degree won the approval and 
confidence of the people. And finally he 
has, by his tariff message, identified him- 
self and his candidacy with an economic 
pt)licy which bids fair to correct exist- 
ing evils, to obriate destructive dis- 
turbances, to enlarge the remunemtive 
activity of industrial lalxn-, and to se- 
cure a steady development of the gen- 
eral prosjierity.

"The situation may in some things be 
unsatisfactoiy to many of us, as I frank- 
ly admit it to be, but we are not excused 
from doing (mr duty as citizens and 
voters if Ave can not have the ideal party 
or the ideal candidate.

By Rail to Buenos Ayres. 


The day is not far distant when an all- 
rail line will connect New York City 
with Buenos Ayres, the capital of the 
Argentine Republic in South America,. 
The plan is certainly feasible. 
An in- 
ternational railroad extending from the 
United States through Mexico, Central 
America, and draining South America 
from one extreme to the other, must of 
necessity cement international trade on 
the American continent. 
Much more 
has been accomplished in a.realization 
of this railroad project" than is com 
monly credited. 
Within the past threj 
years the South American States have 
actually built and surveyed routes _for 
at least one-third of the distance, about 
one thousand miles between 
Buenos 
Ayres and Bogota, the capital of Colum- 
bia, not five hundred miles from De 
Lesseps' canal in Panama. 
Railroad 
connections are already established be- 
tween our country and the city of Mex- 
ico. 
And the task of binding the Span- 
ish republics of the South to the Mex- 
ican capital, though of stupendous char- 
acter, is certainly within the possibili- 
ties of engineering 
triumphs. The 
completion of De Lesseps' great canal 
at Panama will be a great stimulus to 
the project. 
Undoubtedly the gap of 
1,000 miles between the city of Mexico 
and the Panama canal will be closed Ijy 
railroad connections as soon as 4,be com- 
mercial importance of the inter-oceanic 
canal is established. 
There would be, 
in that event, about twenty-five hundred 
miles to be built between the Panama 
canal and the termini of the railrqpads 
leading northward from Buenos Ayres. 
The difficulties in the way of a South 
American railroad are no greater than 
the obstacles which attended the Union 
Pacific twenty years ago. 
^Vhat can be 
done in the next twenty years may now 
appear 
fanciful and hair-brained.— 
fhnaha Bee.

showing a clear case of murder.

By Rail to Buenos A/res. 


The day is not far distant when an oil- 


rail line will connect New York City 
with Buenos Ayres, the capital of the 
Argentine Republic in South America.. 
The plan is certainly feasible. An in- 
ternational railroad extending from the 
United States through Mexico, Central 
America, and draining South America 
from one extreme to the other, must of 
necessity cement international trade on 
the American continent. Much more 
has been accomplished in a .realization 
of this railroad project* than is com 
mouly credited. Within the past threj 
years the South American States have 
actually built and surveyed routes ;,for 
at least one-third of the distance, about 
one thousand .miles between Buenos 
Ayres and Bogota, the capital of Coliiin-' 
bia, not five hundred miles from'De 
Lessepft* canal in Panama. Bailrpad 
connection* are already established \ be- 
tween our country and the city of Mex- 
ico. And the task of binding the Span- 
ish republics of the South to the Mex- 
ican capital, though of stupendous char- 
acter, is certainly within the possibili- 
ties of engineering triumphs. 
The 


completion of De Lesseps' great canal 
at Panama will be a.great stimulus to 
the project. Undoubtedly the gap of 
1,000 miles .between the city of Mexico 
and the Panama canal will be closed Ejv 
railroad connections as soon as *he com- 
mercial importance of the inter-oceanic 
canal is established. There would be, 
in that event, about twenty-five hundred 
miles to be Imilt between the Panama 
canal and the termini of the railn*uls 
leading northward from Buenos Ayres. 
The difficulties in the way of a South 
American, railroad are no greater than 
the obstacles which attended the Union 
Pacific twenty years ago. What can be 
done in the next twenty years may now 
appear 
fanciful and hair-brained.-*
